Mrs, Wilkins reported that she had author 1 ted the reflnlshlng of 
tiie stairway, since she had been able to get additional donations, 

Mr. Gunn reported that Mr. Hubert Owbbs had accepted the Board's 
invitation to work out a landscape plan and had shifted his 
schedule of projects around so that they could start on February 
26th. It would take about two weeks. They will submit two or 
three pland. The cost to the Board would be $75 1 as it is 
customary to donate that sum to the scholarship fund when the 
landscape architecture work a out a plan. 

Mrs. Wilkins discussed the need to change the inner doors to 
double action doors, end asked the entire board to look at them 
and see the dee Inability of changing them. After some discussion 
of the doors Mrs. Wilkins appointed a committee of three to 
advise her on the problem.

Mr. Bloc ddo rth , chairman of the Bookmobile committee, reported 
that the S want in Ivy bid of $2145.40 net with an A.C. Miller 
body was the low bid. The present bookmobile would be turned 
in to him. The discount he was allowing from the gross price 
was approximately $555, providing the library can have exemption 
from the federal tax. (The Library has oesn able to get exempt! 
in the past by registering the equipment an count y«bought) 

After some discussion, Mr. Troutman Wilson moved and Mr. Bobby 
Brooks seconded that the truck bp bought from Ivy. Ur. Gunn 
amended the motion to state that the committee be authorized 
to step up the tire size and make other necessary adjustments. 
There was further discussion of financing the purchase. Mrs, 
Caban las reported that Oglethorpe County has raised $723. 15 
toward their share, and Mrs , Downs reported that Oconee County 
has raised -3 249,39. Mias Townes said that Clarke County's share 
could come from the current appropriations. It was agreed that 
more money could be raised in the fall to finish paying for 
the bookmobile, if we could find the cash to buy it now. The 
motion to buy the bookmobile nov; from S want on Ivy (l ton Dodge) 
es amended by Mr. Gunn was passed unanimously, 

Lire. McKatton's report from the nominating committee was read 
by the secretary, as Mrs. McEatton was out of town. The 
nominations tfore as follows! lire, John J. Wilkins. Chairman; 

Mr. Robert Gum, Vice Chairman; Mr. W. W. V.'ier , Secretary, 

Mr. Wilson moved d that these three officers be elected, Mrs, 
Downs s econde d , and the apt ion was ■ ; na n incus 1 y pas sed. 

Mr, Hodgson sent a report that he had secured the donation 
of an iron fence, the same design as the Presbyterian Chur eh 
fence , to ioe erected on the front mall and connect the church 
property with the library building. 

The Board considered the landscape design worked out by Mr. 
Ovmen's department as very good. Mr. flier suggested that the 
garage be put back on line with the building. General agree- 
ment was voiced, Mr. Gunn moved. Mr. Bioodworth seconded, 
that the present garage be torn down, and that Mr. Troutman 
Wilson be asked to take charge of finding some one to do it 
for the material in it. if not for a price. Motion carried, 

Mr, flier reminded the Board that we had not given the ^ooper 
Sunday School class of the Presbyterian Church a definite 
answer to their request to use the Library for a meeting room 
on Sunday morning until their building program went through. 
Members of the Board had expressed opinions , but the matter had 
not been voted on. Mr. Milner moved, iir. Gunn seconded that 
because the precedent would be set by granting this request 
the Board should refuse permission. Motion carried.

A special meeting was called by Chairman R. R. Gunn an 5 o'clock 
in the office of the Library. Those present were: 

Chairman Gunn, Mayor Jack Wells, Mr. Morton Hodgson, Mr. Harry 
Elder, Chairman of Gierke County Commissioners, Mr. Richard 
Blood worth, Mr. Hogan of Oconee County and Mr, W. W, Viler. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Gunn, who presented to the 
Board Miss Towns' request that her resignation become effective 
on November 60 , 1949, Miss Town® having received an excellent 
position, with the United States State Department as Librarian 
with the American Library in Manila, E.I* Miss Towns told the 
Board of the wonaerful proposition which the Department of State 
had made her and of the wonderful opportunity the new job affords, 

A motion was made by Mr. Hodgson and seconded by Mr. Blood worth 
that the Board accept with regret, the resignation of Miss Towns. 
This motion pass unanimously. 

Upon the, recommendation of Miss Towns, the Board interviewed 
Mrs, Jons s SteYens, an experienced librarian, who has the 

necessary qualifications and who agreed to accept the job as 
Head Librarian on a temporary basis, starting December 1, 1949 
at the salary Miss Towns was receiving and she would maintain 
this Job until a qualified librarian could bs obtained. 

A motion was p^de by Mr, Hodgson anti seconded by Mr. Bloodworth 
that Mrs. Sterns be accepted on the above terms, this motion 
was passed unanimously. 

Chairman Gunn appointed a committee consisting of Mayor We 11 a, 

■Mr , Elder, Mr. Hodgson and Mr. Bloodworth to draw up a 
resolution to be presented to Miss Towns when she leaves. 

Chairman Gunn appointed a committee consisting of Mr. Hodgson, 

Mr. Bloodworth and «<r. Viler to obtain for Miss Towns a gift of 
appreciation* 

There being no further b.-slness the meeting was adjourned.
